Dean Mary,—I thoroughly agree with your 


suggestions «about: encouraging children to 
make their own Christmas presents, so many 
‘“grown-ups:’”’ in the. rush of shopping and 
other preparations forget that Christmas is, 
si should be, first of all a children's festi- 
val. ais i 

If small people are allowed to fee] them- 
selves out of things, if they are perpetually 
hustled -out..of- the way,.or allowed to think 
that. the only fan at Christmas is receiving 
presents they will never realise the true 
spirit of the-season. They sbould, therefore, 
be a a definite: share in preparing the 
good cheer. _ 

First come the decorations. In some 
families that I know each room has been put 
in. charge ‘of: one~child and‘ a. store. of paper 
garjlands,: tinsel, crépe-paper’ and. other de- 
corative-material is fairly divided ap amongst 
them, under the leadership. ofthe eldest. 

In small houses whete there is nO room 
free to bo set. aside specially for the shikdien 
it is an excellent plan to set up a .arge bare 
table in. the diningroom : or: sittiagroot: for 
their exclusive use. This avoids having the 


whole “house. untidy, and also, eliminates 
the hateful -necessity—a bugbear of my 
own childhood --deys!-of having to 


put away paste-pots, scissors, papers and 
other things just when one is in the middle 
of, some fascipating design. 


Making Decorations. 


Left to themselves, most “children ‘are 
capable of evolving ali kinds of gay decora- 
tions on their own. account, and grown-ups 
should confine themselves to giving maton so 
one or two suggestions. ery 

For example, really pretty chrysanthemums 
can be manufactured from long “strips. of 
crepe paper, about four inches wide, cut into 
a fringe. The fringe is laid flat, on the table 
over a strip of felt or a soft wad of news- 
papers, and each separate tongue is carefully 
pressed down the middJe with the rounded 
point of wooden skewer to make it cur. 

Tho fringe is then rolled up tightly and 
wired at the base, when the curly petals 
will make a really good show. The com- 
pleted flowers:may then be wired to stems 
and bare twigs or fastened to strings of gaily- 
coloured paper to festoon the walls. 

All the electric lights may be converted to 
fairy sh s and colours with crépe paper 
shades, plain or fringed, or pulled into fan- 
tastic flower shapes. 


Cheir Own Theatricals. 


In many homes Christmas has lost some- 
thing of its old-time glamour because the 
sophisticated children refuse to believe in 
Santa Claus. However, their imaginations 
can be turned into other channels if they are 
allowed ‘to devise little plays for performance 
on the great day and ate the inevitable 
Christmas party. 

If children have enough imagination—and 
I know from experience there are few who 
have not—they can write a play or plays for 
themselves. Give them a book of ballads or 
favourite fairy tales, stories of King Arthnor, 
or legendary Irish heroes, and let them vote 
for the story they like best. 

They ‘should then form themselves into a 

proper dramatic company, and elect a 
mistress of the wardrobe, an electrician for 
lighting eifects, a property man, and some- 
one to provide “' noises off.’’ 
_ Small neighbours should be invited to join 
in the fun, so as to be sure of haying. a 
really good company, but grown-ups, except 
one, should be excluded. The exception 
would-be a favourite aunt or cousin, or big 
sister to act as stage-manager and pr ter, 
since mothers really have not time for this 
at: Christmas, and one grown-up is certainly 
required in an ‘advisory capacity. 


Actors and Author. 


The actors should: be allowed to carry out 
their plans with the~least possible ‘inter- 
ference, for children have both quick judg- 
ment and a sense of fair play. If they elect 
their own officersthey will choose the best 
man for each job, aud undertake to obey his 
instructions in his official capacity. 

As for the playwright, there will ‘scarcely 
need to be a vote taken, as the right person 
for this is usually quite obvions: If the 
author has to dramatise a ballad his job will 
be to choose: which scenes. to act and what 
may be done in-dunib show. 

The dialogue may be split up between the 
characters, or fresh characters may be in- 
vented to fill in the story. The narrative 
parts between the scenes should be described 
by different performers in turn acting as 
““chorus.'” The casting should be done by 
the stage manager in consultation with the 
author. 

The mistress of the wardrobe will, of 
course, be responsible for the costumes, It 
will be her job to collect all available clothes 
and. draperies, to design and cut, pin and 
stitch all old garments turned over to her. 
Here it maybe said that money should nut 
be spent on the production of the play, as 
children delight in devising, and half the 
pleasure is spoilt by getting things ready- 
made, i 


Lights and “ Props.” 


The property man mnst. keep a notebook 
to jot down what furnishings he éan borrow 
for each scene, and he should be entrusted 
with the work of manufacturing stage pro- 
perties from old boxes, curtains, etc.; while 
the ‘“‘electrician’’ must secure ‘candles, 
electric lamps, or stable lanterns, and 
be responsible for sunrise, sunset; moon, and 
stars. . The lanterns can be made very 
picturesque by pasting coloured paper on 
the glass, while candles in strong lanterns 
avoid all danger of fire. 

The “ electrician ” should, perhaps, be en- 
trusted with a small sum of money, prefer- 
ably collected from the company, to purchase 
at the chemist’s harmless powders which will 
burn with different coloured flames, and 
some fireworks, perhaps, for scene: ¢f storm 
or battle, The “man” responsible for 
noises off should collect trays, whistles, corn- 
crakes, old bottles for a good crash, and so 
on, 

Such occapation as this will not only give 
children a share in Christmas activities, but 
will give play to their imagination, stimulate 
their appreciation of beautiful effects, and 
afford really valuable training in team-work. 

Another point should receive timely - con- 
sideration—the method of giving presents. 
Where there is a large family, quite. half 
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The brim of this Bordeaur-red felt 
model les snugly on the neck, helping 
to hide any growing . hair. and 
emphasising the shape of a pretty 
head in @ way which is very 
attractive, 

(Sketched in Yaris. 
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the pleasure is lost if presents are opened 
as they arrive by post, or if they are put in 
stockings to be opened on Christmas morn- 
ing. 

If a Christmas tree is out of the question, 
owing to lack of space, the best plan is to 


have all presents: hidden on Christmas morn- 
ing, to be hunted for in the afternoon or 
evening. Where a Christmas tree is pro- 


vided, this, too, should be saved up at least 
till the afternoon, as this gives children 
something to look forward to, and avoids the 
feeling of flatness, which so often succeeds 
a Christmas dinner, and leads to most un- 
seasonable squabbles !—Yours, 
i AILEEN.

Business Girls’ Preakfasts. 


(1) Raw apple; scrambled eggs on toast; 
rusks; black currant jam. 

For the scrambled eggs melt about one 
ounce of butter in a smal] saucepan, add a 
tablespoonful of milk, pepper and salt and 
two eggs. Stir all over the fire until thick, 
and serve on pieces of well-buttered toast. 

(2) Prunes and cream; fried cod steak and 
lemon; brown bread and butter; orange mar- 
mnalade. 

Prepare the prunes beforehand. Soak them 
overnight, and then simmer them until 
tender in water and sugar to which a few 
drops of Jemon juice have been added. 

Dry a small cod steak and dust it with 
flour. ‘Scason ‘with salt’ and pepper, brush 
with egg and dip into bread crumbs. Fry in 
hot fat until it is a nice golden brown 
colour. ‘Serve with pieces oí sliced lemon 
and brown bread and butter. 

(3) Orange, eggs a la bercy, toast, grape- 
fruit marmalade. 

Fry one or two eggs in oil or butter, 
together with. one or two small pork 
sausages. If there is a little left over 
mashed potato at hand, fry this also, and 
dish up the eggs upon it and the sausages 
around. If no potato is available, dish up 
on a round of bread fried to a nice golden 
brown colour, 
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Shoes that have become stiff and uncom- 
fortable by being worn in the rain, or that 
have been put away since last winter, can 
be made soft and pliable if vaseline is well 
rubbed into them with a cloth and polished 
off with a dry one.

The toy soldier is fighting a gallant 
rearguard action, and has called up reserves 
in the shape of tanks, artillery and aero- 
planes, while his uniforms are more numerous 
and brilliant than ever, and he shows by his 
infinite variety of posture and equipment that 
he knows all about the latest ideas in tactics 
and strategy. 


The Little Toy Soldier. 


Despite all this talk about world peace, 
too, the toy troops still hold their own with 
the average small boy. I know two small 
boys who have. been recruiting for their 
armies for vears and are still doing it, so that 
their vast forces have become somewhat. dis- 
organised. Small parties of infantry have 
been found foraging in the pantry; cavalry 
have been discovered in the gramaphone, 
apparently learning a new musical ride; 
sappers have tunnelled their way under bed- 
clothes and a tank has wandered into the 
bath. 

My Lady Dolly also has’ moved with the 
times. No longer is she a vacuous-lookitig 
person with obviously false hair and clothes 
that reck nothing of Fashion's dictates, She 
is a very modern young lady, with real 
hair arranged in the latest mode and gowns 
that speak of Paris. And the tricks that this 
young woman is up-to! No longer is she 
content to squeak ‘‘ Mamma” and shut her 
eyes when laid flat on her back—there are 
some dolls which have a repertory of several 
sentences, and their movements are as vun- 
fettered as if they were modern sports girls 
in modern sports costumes. 


Dolls of High Degree. 


Naturally dolls of this degree must have 
appropriate surroundings. Complete boudoirs 
are provided for them, with elaborately 
fitted dressing tables, and even miniature 
limousines have taken the place of the old- 
time perambulator—though I have seen 
dolls’ ‘‘ prams’’ with pneumatic wheels, and 
bodies i as size and luxury good enough for 
real young ladies to take an airing in. 

The poor old spotted horse has come off 
worst in the march of time, but he still 
exists and finds warm admirers among the 
less sophisticated youngsters of the moment. 
Also he has the great merit of cheapness-- 
spotted horse, whatever his pedigree, can 
never be very costly though he may become 
very “ dear ” to his owner, 


Day of the Mechanical Coy. 


On the whole, however, it is the day cf 
the mechanical toy, and the mechanical toys 
this year are more marvellous than ever 
The makers have now discovered the pocket 
flash lamp battery as a very useful accessory, 
and it ‘appears in all sorts of unexpected 
contrivances. It lights up model yachts and 
speed boats, and fire brigade stations aud 
miniature motor cars, and is pressed into 
service in, scores of ways. 

The toy railways have come on handsomely 
this year. Looking,at their palatial Pull- 
mans I thought it might not be a bad idea 
to send a few of these toys to the directors 
of some. real railways that I have travelled 
on, with the suggestion that they might use 
them. as models when next building rolling 
stock. 


Of Educational Value. 


Special attention ‘is paid to the boy who 
likes to build things. His choice is. catered 
for from the simplicity of. house-building 
blocks to an elaborate engineering model which 
actually works. A cute idea of the makers 
of these things is that you can begin with a 
comparatively cheap set and go on adding 
to it as birthdays -or other special occasions 
permit. Each set is complete, but each 
additional set enables the yonng constructor 
to make more and more models. 

Many of these toys possess an indubitable 
educational value, and this year the educa 


tional value has been carried into other areas 
of toyland—they have even succeeded in 
making elementary geography seem like a 
very attractive game! Next vear they will 


probably have sugared the multiplication table 


in some way. 

The outstanding feature of al] the toyland 
bazaars this year is that, in addition to cater- 
ing for every taste, they cater for ever) 
purse. It is possible to get up-to-date and 
attractive toys for a few pence. If your 
expenditure be strictly limited, however, it 
is better not to bring the little ones with 
you on the shopping expedition; thus you 
will save much infantile heart-burning. 


For Older Children. 


Children’s presents, of course, need not 
be confined to toys. When the toy age has 
been passed there are matiy attractive pre 
sents in other shops. That ‘‘ growing boy’ 
has set his heart on many things—cricket 
bat, tennis racket, fountain pen, camera, 
watch, stamp album, poeket book (complete 
with ‘‘handsel’’), bicycle—scores of things 
of which any one would be a most accept- 


able present.. Your job is to find out which Í[ 


of his desires ma.ches with your purse and 
then toddle off and do some shopping. 

The ‘‘flapper”’ is a more difficult pro- 
blem, but there are always toilet luxurtes 
as a pretty safe bet. It ail depends on the 
individual ‘“flapper,’’ and here again you 
will have to do a bit of detective work.

The Magpie Superstition. 


Shortly after reading your paragraph 
on superstitions—writes a correspondent— 
I happened to look through the window 
into my garden and saw a single magpie. 
Magpies usually hunt in couples, and I 
waited for a little while to see the emblem 
of sorrow followed by the promise of 
mirth, but, alas, it was not to be.. It is 
curious how the magpie came to be con- 
sidered almost universally as a bird of evil 
omen. In Germany and Sweden it is un- 
lucky to kill one of these birds except 
during the twelve days between Christma» 
and Epiphany, and they are supposed to 
be closely connected with witches and the 
devil. Various reasons are given for 
associating persistent malevolence with the 
magpie. It was supposed to be a hybrid 
between the raven and the dove, which was 
quite enough to rouse suspicion. Then it 
was the only bird that refused to go into 
the ark with Noah. After the Crucifixion 
it added to its sins by being the only bird 
which did not go into full mourning, which 
seems to be a sufficient explanation for its 
unpopularity. 

Both the appearance and the number of 
magpies seen at one time seem to be 
significant.. The Scotch variant of the 
common rhyme which embodies the magpie 
superstition is as follows :— 


“One is sorrow, two is mirth, 
Three a wedding, four a birth, 
Five heaven, six hell, 

Seven the deil’s ain sel.” 

It will be observed that the odd numbers 
seem to be the unlucky ones, with the 
exception of number three. Can it be that 
a little touch of cynicism has crept into 
the superstition ?

highest price ever paid for a book in the 
United States.

This, 
however, was a unicue copy, for it 
was inscribed to “ Cummy,”’ Stevenson's 
nurse. and, along with the book, went a 
letter from Stevensun to his mother.

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THE GRAVE OF HENRY EELES. 
TO THE EVITCR OF TUE LRISH TIMES.. 
Sm.—I have read the letter of Mr. Higgtns 

in to-day’s /rish T'rmes on the above subject, 
including the authorities which he quotes. 
The latter are imposing, but only in appear- 
ance. IL have been twice on the summit of 
Knockmealdown, where the cairn is the only 
object to arrest attention: there is no trace 
of a grave. On the other hand, the grave 
on the summit of the Sugar Loaf still remains 
clearly defined; i; lies about fifty yards to 
the back of the cairn which stands on the 
brow of that mountain, and is at a slightly 
higher elevation. A great, flat slate, which 
seems to have stood upright many years ago, 
rests upon it. In this slate, from a short 
distance, at a particular angle, appears the 
figure of a cross, but on closer scrutiny there 
is no trace of this. 

Local tradition in Ballyporeen, Clogheen, 
Ardfinnan, etc , has, so long as 1 can remem. 
ber. associated the Sugar Loaf, not Knock- 
mealdown or Slievecua, with Major Eeles’ 
last resting place. 

In view of the authorities mentioned by 
Mr. Higgins, MM is not without interest to 
that, from the Tipperary side, the 
Loaf appears to be the loftiest. and 
spectacuiar mountain of the entire 
range, although in actual height it only 
ranks third or fourth. Concerning what | 
have written, I speak entirely from persona!

HUNTING. 
KILDARE HOUNDS. 


——— 


On Monday last hounds met at Eagle Hill 
under the worst possible weather conditions. 
Fortunately, however, there was a great im- 
provement shortly after Major Mite ell gave 
the order to move off. Eagle Hill supplied 
a brace, and hounds went away with one 
pointing for Martinstown, over a tricky line 
of country. Leaving Martinstown on the 
right, the fox next headed as if for Ballysax, 
but got to ground in a ditch, from which he 
was wet and killed. This was a niee 
gallop of sixty minutes. 

Martinstown held several foxes. The pack 
were in covert for some time before one 
broke in a line for Bull Hill. Short of the 
main Kilcullen road he wheeled sharply to 
the left, now pointing for Kilcullen, and 
eventually was lost near Kilcullen village. 


MEATH HOUNDS. 


> 


Saturday, November 30th—Boltown. Found 
a leash of foxes in Mr. Wilson’s well. 
preserved covert at Boltown, and hounds 
were soon away with one, which led into and 
through the Laurel Wood, pointing for Clona- 
braney. From here the fox swung round and 
ran back to the covert, where he did not 
tarry long, but returned to the Laurel Wood, 
and thence went in the direction of Crossakiel 
and on by Robinstown into Balrath Bog 
Wood, where he was lost. The Captain’s 
Wood was blank, and a fox found in Irish- 
town Wood only ran one field to the fort 
before getting to ground, and this ended a 
busy day’s sport. 

Monday, December 2nd—Ardsallagh. There 
was a gale blowing when hounds drew both 
the gorse covert and the wood blank. They 
found in Dowestown covert, and ran over 
the Navan road to Brady’s Wood, where 
they killed their fox. Staffordstown did not 
hold, but there was a quick find in Browns- 
town. This fox went away over the Kents- 
town road into the Nanny gorse, and on 
across the river to Slanduff Hill. Finding 
the earth here well stopped, he swung back 
on the Nanny River to Brownstown, where 
he was lost after a nice hunt. There was a 
fox in Harristown, but he would not be 
induced‘ to leave, and nothing more was done. 

Yesterday the meet was at Corbalton Hall, 
and a disappointing day's sport followed. 
Hounds began by finding in the Laurel Wood 
near the road, but the fox got to ground 
after going a short distance. Neither Ross 
Plantation nor Gerrardstown held, but from 
the Poorhouse Gorse hounds ran hard to 
Dunshaughlin, where the fox was headed, 
and hounds killed him. They next found in 
Lagore, and after a short delay hunted their 
fox over the Ratoath road to Gaulstown, and 
on to Trevitt and to ground. This -was a 
very fagt burst of twenty minutes, and helped 
to redeem the day. 


QUEEN'S COUNTY HOUNDS. 


A GOOD GALLUP. 


This pack met at Blandsfort on Friday, 
November 29th. Derryfore was blank, but 
there was a fox lying on a ditch outside the 
covert. He was an unenterprising customer, 
who only ran a ring over Clontico and 
Dooary before going to ground in Blandsfort. 
It was beginning to rain when we reached 
Lennon's, and by the time that the fox broke 
from that covert there was a regular down- 
pour. He went away by Lennon’s house 
towards Garryglass, but turned right-handed 
at the foot of the hill, across the road and 
along the edge of Mr. Anderson's farm at 
Ballintlea, where the Hunt races have been 
held for the last two years. Scent was 
catchy and hounds were some time settling 
down, but now they commenced to run hard 
in the direction of Fossy. Turning right- 
handed before reaching the Timahoe-Swan 
road, they swung round past Bawnogue 
Schoolhouse, and ran up the hill straight for 
Movyadd. 

When within half a mile of that covert 
they bore right-handed again over Knock- 
bawn and down the hill to Garvintagart, 
where thev checked at the road—40 minutes 
from leaving Lennon s. After cast 
they hit it off again, and hunted slowly down 
the glen towards Spink. I 

The fox probably got in somewhere, tuf 
the rain had completely obliterated all scent, 
and though McCarthy tried all round, he 
failed to account for him. Time, &0 minutes. 
This was a real good gallop over a very nice 
line, all grass and free from wire.

Conditions were much sn mé 
when the sales were resum , 
tr Newmarket, yesterday morning, ane 
the improvement in the weather, ee 
with a better-class catalogue, induced bris 
bidding. The sales opened with an important 
lot-Bachelor’s Fare, a winner, and own sister 
to the well-remembered Bachelor's Double, 
who was knocked down to the Hon. G. 
Lownie + a ee 

Mr. J. J. Parkinson s 
very well, the majority of them being led 
out unsold. Mr. J. de Rothschild, however, 
gave 400 gns. for the bay colt foal by pee J 
out of Lough Carra. Captain Arthur ya- 
Rochfort, a brother of the well-known 
Newmarket trainer, bought Guineagrass for 
310 gns. The nine-year-old mare, ndolence, 
covered by the Derby winner, Grand Parade, 
attracted a fair amount of attention. She 
was finally run up to 970 gns., the buyer 
being Major Richardson. . 

Then came a big attraction tn the shape 
of Clear Case, the dam of Gang Warily. 
She realised the biggest = of the day 
so far. The bidding was risk, and it was 
not until the 3,000 gns. mark was reached 
that she was knocked down to the Office du 
Pur Sang. ae 

The tas that sold best of Lord St. Davids 
contingent were his colt foal by Friar Marcus 
out of Wild Marjorie and his filly foal by 
Cay Crusader out of Pulchra. The British 
Bloodstock Agency took the former at 710 
gens. and Mr. M. H. Benson the latter at 
400 gns. 

The Hon. R. F. Watson has now given 
up the Offchurch Stud, and offered in conse- 
quence eight mares and one foal. Top price 
of these was realised by Sceptical, the dam 
of Timber. She was sold to Mr. C. J 
Fitagerald for 1,900 gns., and is destined 
for America. Bromia and Lallah failed to 
reach their reserve. 

Sir Charles T. Pulley sent up a draft, of 
which ‘the foals were sold without reserve. 
The mares came first, Di Vernon attracting 
most attention. She was knocked down to 
the former master of Manton, Mr. Alec 
Tavior, at 2,500 gns. The brood mare, 
Fritters, fetched 1,750 gns. to the bid of 
Mr. Fitzgerald. Mr. Fitzgerald also bought 
Quatres Arts for 1,500 gns. She is an own 
sister to Mr. Jinks, and is covered by Em- 
bargo. Clerical Error was sold for 970 gns. 
to the British Bloodstock Agency. -” 

The proceedings continued guietly until the 
draft of the National Stud came up. These 
comprised four mares. Mr. Bashroff going to 
910 ens. for Anne Clifford, a half-sister to the 
Two Thousand Guineas winner The Panther. 
Captain Cecil Royd-Rochfort, the Newmarket 
trainer, took Tiptoe at 510 gns., and Mr. C. 
J. Fitzgerald paid 550 gns. for Elan. The 
colt foal by Diligence out of Alesia was sold 
to Mr. F. Tuthill for 600 gns. 

Three of Margaret Lady Nelson’s four 
mares were sold. The best of them was 
led out at 2,500 gns., and the remaining three 
realised only 300 gns. 

The Compton Stud mares and foals sold 
fairly well. Imagery was the titbit of the 
afternoon. She was put in at 1,000 gns.., and 
was run up quickly to 5,000 gns. The bidding 
was somewhat slow after this, but the mare 
was finally withdrawn at 6.200 gns. The 
Comte de Nicolay gave 1,500 gns. for the 
well-known flat racer Romana. 

The next notable sale was that of the bay 
colt by Manna out of Love Story.

TRIBUNAL’S QUESTIONS. 

The Chairman then put a series of ques: 
tions, which, he said, Mr. Bergin (Secretar 
of the Grain Growers’ Association) poe 
answer himself, or through other witnesses, 
in the course of the inquiry. These included 
such questions as the total membership of the 
Grain Growers’ Association; the number of 
counties over which it extended; the total 
acreage under wheat, barley, oats and rye 
grown by members; his estimate of the costs 
of tillage and for labour in preparing the land 
for the sowing of the crop, including 
manures, acids, rents and rates r acre, 
harvesting charges and marketing c arges. 
He also asked what would determine the 
sale rice of the mixture should the tribunal 
decide in favour of the Grain Growers’ Asso- 
Clation. The tribunal would want some 
assurance that grain growers would not nold 
up their crops for a certain price if it was 
required for mixture with maize meal. 


MR. BERGIN’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. J. J. Bergin, Secretary of the Grain 
Growers’ Association, in the course of a 
general statement, contended that it was mw 
the national interests and in the interests of 
the users of maize, and of the producers of 
cereals in the Saorstat that all milled pro- 
ducts of maize intended for animal consump- 
tion, before being offered for sale in Saorstat 
Eierann, should be mixed with one or more 
of the following home-grown cereals—wheat, 
oats, barley or rye, and that such admix- 
ture should be 15 per cent. of the whole. 
This application arose out of the position 
created by a series of years wherein growers 
had found difficulty in selling their surplus 
grain at an economic price. Such a scheme 
would enable the tillage area to be not only 
maintained, but imcreased. It would secure 
a positive market for all surplus grain. They 
sought neither privilege nor preference, but 
they were entitled to show where national 
)olicy was unfair not only to the growers, 
ut to the nation as a whole. 


EXPERIMENTS IN PIG-FEEDING. 
Mr. J. Crowley, Instructor in Agriculture, 
County Kildare, referred to experiments held 
with a view to testing the value of crushed 
oats as a partial substitution for maize meal 
in the fattening of pigs, stated that crushed 
oats steeped for some time before feeding, and 
fed in conjunction with maize meal and 
pollard in equal parts, give better results 
than maize meal and pollard alone. Results 
also showed that crushed oats might profit- 
ably fed to the extent of one-third cf the 
meal ration for fattening pigs. 

In reply to Dr. Hinchcliff, he said there 
was very little surplus barley in Kildare this 
| year, and the price of malting barley meal 
was from 15s. to 16s.. 6d. per barrel, while 
up to 14s. was paid for feeding barley. 
Barley meal cost 10s. and maize meal Ils. 6d. 
in County Kildare. 

Dr. Hinchcliff—You will be surprised to 
hear that maize meal has been selling in the 
West at 10s. and 10s. ód. 
The Witness, continuing, said that bulk for 
bulk oats would not give as good a result 
as maize meal. He agreed that maize meal 
represented 80 os cent. of the stock food 
consumption. Maize in point of quality did 
not vary so much as oats, and was much the 
same as barley. One cause of the variation 
in price of maize was the increase in pig 
feeding. When there was an increase m pig 
feeding the price of Indian meal went tp. 
Other variations were due to world market 
conditions. A shilling per stone, or 14s. per 
barrel, would be an economic price to the 
farmer. At that: price, as compared with 
maize meal for use in certain proportions, it 
was a reliable, efficient feeding stuff. 
Replying to Mr. Bergin. the witness said 
that there was nothing to show that the addi- 
tion of oats to maize would be detrimental 
to the interests of consumer from the point 
of view of feeding value. e did not sug- 
gest that there would be an increase in price 
because of the mixture of oats and maize. 
He did not care for sprouted grain as a 
foodstuff. 

PRACTICAL FARMER’S EVIDENCE. 
Mr. M. Doyle, ex-T.D., Chairman oi 
Wexford County Council and of the Wexford 
Farmers’ Union, said that he farmed nearly 
400 acres in a district that grows a fair 
amount of barley. If there were a market 
for grain he was certain that 75 per cent. of 
the small farmers would grow more than hey 
could consume, so that the county could 
export large quantities to other counties 
requiring same. If some outlet for bariey 
was not found at a reasonable price, 
tillage in many districts would be killed 
outright. This would apply especially where 
paid Jabour had to be employed. Not less 
than 20s. per barrel would be an economic 
price for barley. What would help to kill 
tillage was the abnormally low price of oats. 
Since the ‘nineties he had never known oats 
to be so cheap as this year. 

Replying to Dr. Hinchcliffe, the witness 
said that, everything considered, present-day 
labour wage rates in his part of the county 
were almost three times what they were pre- 
war. He would not consider 14s. a barrel a 
remunerative price for oats; the price should 
be raised to 16s. ' i 
Replying to Mr. Bergin, the witness ex- 
pressed the fear that thé reduction in the 
amount, of tillage would mean more rural 
unemployment ; consequently there would be a 
greater call on the County Board of Healti 
for aid and a resultant increase in the rates.

FARMING IN KILDARE. — 
Mr. George W. Henderson, Athy, said that 
he was a member of the County Kildare 
County Council, Board of Health, and Com 
mittee of Agriculture. He was a large 
farmer, and was brought into close touch 
with the farming community threegh being 
the owner of ten steam threshing sets, which 
he let out for hire, and which covered an 
area twenty miles wide about Athy. The 
financial position of the majority was very 
low, largely due to the bad prices for grain 
The blending scheme was liked in South 
Kildare, because it provided a market, and 
they were prepared to seek other means. Tu- 
lage had declined, and nothing had taken its 
place. As far as he could guage, the out- 
put of sheep, cattle, pigs, or dairy products 
had not increased. eet merely prevented 
a greater decline of tillage; dairying wou! 
do the same, and would help in a general 
way. 
A creamery was being started at Athy, but 
to suggest that dairying would replace corn- 
growing was nonsense. <A thousand-gallon 
cow fed on the grass that grew on tillage 
land would not milk five hundred gallons per 
annum. No man could roduce milk 
economically on tillage land. war year the 
witness raised at least forty calves. He only 
sold them as fat two-year-old bullocks or as 
calved-down heifers. He used large lots of 
barley and oats, but never used maize in apy 
form. There was a good deal of wheat land 
around Athy, but it had all gone into grass 
or barley. His system of carrying stock 
would suit very few other farms about Athy. 
To Mr. Bergin—He did not see any wheat 
grown in the Athy area this year, although 
there was a good deal in pre-war days. The 
farmers in the Athy district were harder hit 
than those in any other district that he knew 
of in Ireand except one. This was the first 
vear that he had seen no wheat in that area. 
He believed that, if the scheme was adopted, 
wheat-growing, the best crop for the district, 
would be resumed, For feeding pu 
per cwt. would pay, as coarse wheat could be 
used. He could not accept a contract at that 
price for the finer milling wheat. 
A WHOLE YEAR HOME MARKET.

INJURY TO A ROAD.

TIPPERARY FARMERS’ APPEAL 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. —_— 
FHOIRM AND MR, JUSTI 
URNAGHAN,) . 

An appeal by the plaintifis in the case of 
Patrick J, St. John and others v. James 
George Anson, Earl of Ossory, and Samuel 
Morris, Ltd., came on for hearing. It was 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith 
in the High Court, dated 2ist March last, 
dismissing the plaintiffs’ action with costs. 
The action, the hearing of which occupied 
several days, was brought to recover damages 
for injuries done to a road at Killurney, Co. 
Tipperary, situated about 8 miles from Clon- 
mel, belonging to two of the plaintiffs, 
caused by carting timber over it taken from 
a wood in the neighbourhood belonging to 
the Earl of Ossory. 

The grounds of the appeal were (1) that 
the judgment was erroneous in law in hold- 
ing that the defendants, Samuel Morris, 
Lid., were not trespassers on the plaintiffs’ 
lands, as alleged in the statement of claim; 
(2) that the learned judge misdirected him- 
self in law in holding that the defendants 
were entitled to use the Killurney bye-road 
over the plaintiffs’ lands 

It appeared that there had been a large 
number of plaintiffs in the action orixitally 
including several small farmers in the dis- 
trict, but the number had been reduced to a 
few, owing to inability to prove ownership.

CASE SENT BACK TO CIBCUIT 


JUDGE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 

The plaintiff in the case of John Walsh, a 
labourer, aged over 70 years, of Swinford, 
County Mayo. against the Irish Omnibus 
Company, appealed from a decision of Circuit 
Court Judge Power dismissing his claim for 
£300 against the defendants for personal 
injuries caused as the result of the alleged 
negligence of the defendants in September of 
last year. 

Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. P. O’Con- 
nor), who appeared for the appellant, said 
that on September 18th, 1928, one of the 
defendants’ "buses swerved to the wrong side 
of the road on leaving Swinford for Charles- 
towh, and struck a telegraph pole, which fell 
on the roof of the ’bus and was carried for 
some distance. Jt then fell in the gutter and 
caused a dangerous obstruction on the road 
and footpath, across which its wires were 
stretched. John Walsh, the plaintiff, while 

roceeding on foot to Swinford, was tripped 
by the wire and received serious injuries, for 
which he sued the defendants for £400. The 
claim was dismissed by Cirewit Judge Power, 
and against that decision the appeal was 
taken; but counsel contended that whoever 
caused the nuisance was lable for what hap- 

ned, 

Mr. Justice Hanna called for the steno- 
grapher’s notes of the evidence. 

Mr. Micks rephed that a copy of the tran- 
script was not available for the Court owing 
to the manner in which those documents in 
this case were returned 

Mr. Justice Hanna— We may be as wise as 
Solomon and as strong as Samson, but we 
could not pay our rent without money, nor 
read the evidence in this case unless we have 
the notes. 

Mr. H. Hamilton, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Paget Bourke (instructed by Messrs, Bourke 
and Carrig). appeared for the defendants, 
submitted that the plaintiff met the accident 
through his own default, and his misfortune 
was due to his own conduct. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if a blind man 
was tripped up in this way and injured would 
not the defendants be liable to him for his 
injuries 7 

Mr. Hamilton—I do not think that he 
would have a right of action. He would go 
the road at his own risk 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I:am of the opinion 
that blind men and deaf men have equal 
rights with all pedestrians in using the high- 
way. 

Mr. Hamilton-—-They use the highway and 
pathway at their own risks, | 

Mr. Justice Hanna—l do not agree with 
that attitude, certainly. All members of the 
public are entitled to equal protection in 
using the highways 

Mr. Justice Johnston—The oid man in has 
evidence hit the nai] on the head when he 
said that when going along the pathway he 
did not expect to have it obstructed with a 
network of wire. I suggest, in the circum- 
stances, that the cise should be sent back for 
the assessment of damages, or we will do so 
if we grant the appeal. 

Mr. Hamilton said that his chents were 
not responsible for removing nuisances or 
obstructions upon the roadway. That was 
the duty of the public authority, even tueugh 
ii was left there by the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, giving judgment in 
favour of the appellant, said that the action 
was based upon the issues of negligence and 
nuisance, and the Circuit Judge had taken a 
wrong view in dismissing the case, having 
failed to direct his mind to the real question 
in the proceedings. The evidence disclosed 
very serious seas are on the part of the 
defendants, and the Circuit Judge had eom- 
pletely misdirected himself in law and on the 
facts. There were considerations which he 
should have taken into account, but did not. 
The dismiss would be set aside, and there 
would be a declaration that the plaintiff was 
entitled to damages... For the assessment of 
those the case would be sent back to the 
Cirewt Judge, who could, at the same time, 
award the costs of the hearing in the court 
below, the High Court, and at the assess- 
ment of the damages. 

Mr. Justice Hanna concurred in the views 
expressed by Mr. Justice Johnston. 

The Court refused a certificate that the 
appeal was of sufficient importance to go to 
the Supreme Court.
